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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

1 . This action is in reply to applicant amendment filed January 7, 2008. 

2. Claims 1-9 are amended. 

3. Claims 1-9 are pending in this application 



Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the methods recited in 
claims 1-9 such as steps of displaying data on a website, sorting first and second data 
in associated relationship with the identification code, sorting and displaying data in a 
ranking, ranking users in accordance with number of times and with distance through 
which the wrap has been transferred, and a wrap comprising a GPS chip which radiates 
emf location signals which are indicative of the chip's geographic locations, receiving 
and storing the location signals in a database must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claim 1 recites the limitation "applying an identification code to the wrap, giving 
the wrap to a first user". The limitation "giving the wrap to a first user" as phrased is 
viewed to be vague because it is unclear as to who is "giving" or how "giving" is carried 
out in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Boucher 
et al. (US Patent No. 6,976,007 B1). 

1 0. Regarding Claim 1 , Boucher discloses a method for sending a gift within a wrap, 
the method comprising applying an identification code to the wrap (Figure 2, Column 3 
lines 15-21 , package reads on a gift within a wrap), giving the wrap to a first user, 
inputting into a control system a first input of information received from the first user who 
has transferred the wrap containing one gift to a second user (Abstract, Figures 1-2, 
Column 4 lines 40-47), inputting into the control system a second input of information 
from the second user to which the wrap and the one gift have been transferred, the 
second input of information comprising the identification code together with second data 
provided by the second user (Abstract, Figure 5, Column 2 line 48 - Column 3 line 27), 
employing the control system to access the first and second inputs of information, and 
displaying the first and second data on a website (Abstract, Column 4 lines 10-28). 
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1 1 . Regarding Claim 2 , Boucher discloses a method comprising sorting the first and 
second data in associated relationships with the identification code applied to the wrap, 
and the displaying step is carried out by displaying on the website the first and second 
data in associated relationship with the identification code (Abstract, Column 4 lines 10- 
38). 

12. Regarding Claim 3 , Boucher discloses a method further comprising enabling a 
tracking subsystem to access the first and second data, receiving a third input into the 
tracking subsystem comprising a request for a track history of the transfer of the wrap 
between the first and second users, employing the tracking subsystem to generate a 
track history based on the first and second data, and displaying the track history on the 
website (Abstract, Figure 7, Column 7 lines 32-41). 

1 3. Regarding Claim 4 , Boucher discloses a method in which the first data comprises 
a name associated with the first user together with a name associated with the second 
user to which the wrap and one gift have been transferred (Abstract, Figure 1 , Column 4 
lines 40-47). 

14. Regarding Claim 5 , Boucher discloses a method further comprising receiving an 
other input comprising third data from a third user to whom the wrap and an other gift 
have been sent, enabling the control system to access the third data, and displaying the 
third data on the website (Figure 1, Column 4 lines 40-47) 

1 5. Regarding Claim 6 . Boucher discloses a method further comprising sorting the 
first, second and third data in a ranking, and employing the control system to display the 
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ranking on the website (Column 4 lines 51-65, prioritizing the tracking request and 
extracting the record set to form tracking request reads on sorting data in a ranking) 

16. Regarding Claim 7 , Boucher discloses a method in which the ranking comprises 
the names of the first, second and third users listed in accordance with the number of 
times the wrap associated with the first user has been transferred (Figure 1 , Column 4 
line 40- Column 5 line 9). 

17. Regarding Claim 8 , Boucher discloses a method in which the ranking comprises 
the names of the first, second and third users listed in accordance with the distance 
through which the wrap associated with the first user has been transferred (Column 1 
lines 26-36, Column 7 lines 32-41). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

18. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



19. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boucher 
et al. (US Patent No. 6,976,007 B1) in view of Rudolph et al. (US Publication No. 
2006/0119471 A1). 
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20. Regarding Claim 9 , Boucher fails to disclose a method in which the wrap 
comprises a GPS chip which radiates emf location signals which are indicative of the 
chip's geographic locations, receiving and storing the location signals in a database. 

21 . However, Rudolph discloses a method in which the wrap comprises a GPS chip 
which radiates emf location signals which are indicative of the chip's geographic 
locations, receiving and storing the location signals in a database (Abstract, Paragraphs 
[0011] -[0013]). 

22. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the teachings of Rudolph in the device of Boucher 
reference to include a method in which the wrap comprises a GPS chip which radiates 
emf location signals which are indicative of the chip's geographic locations, receiving 
and storing the location signals in a database and employing the control system 
disclosed by Boucher to retrieve the stored location signals and generate a track history 
of the geographic locations of the chip and displaying the track history on the website, 
for the advantage of providing computer systems and database systems to facilitate 
handling, tracking and control of packaged products (Rudolph, Paragraph [0002]).

23. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
